The use of safe driving is always commendable, 
but this is especially so when driving down streets at times 
when a large number of children are present. The number of 
children on the streets about noon hour and at school closing 
time in our towns and villages is on the ingrease largely due to- 
the bussing in of pupils from. country schools. 

The matter was brought up to the Town Council of Wain- 
wright by the school board at their meeting last week, and 
was received in a favorable, though perhaps 7. little evasive 
fashion. However despite what local bodies may or may not 
do, all must agree that the final onus is on the driver of the 
motor vehicle and on the child who frequents the street. No 
amount of legislation, nor can any. number of warning signs 
make careful drivers, unless the driver himself realizes the 
resposibility that rests on his shoulders when he is in charge of 
a motor vehicle. And childrren, (perhaps even more than 
adults) are unpredicatble. You can school them’ into proper 
road crossing and cycling practises pretty thoroughly and still 
the unexpected will occur, and some child in a moment of care- 
lessness or excitement will make an unpredictable dash out 
from the sidewalk, or clumsily ride their bicycle into the path 
of the driver.

DOES DIGNITY REQUIRE MONEY ! 

Delegates attending a convention of the’ Canadian bar 
association last week discussed the plausibility of seeking an 
increase in pay for judges of the supreme court of Canada, One 
reason for the suggestion was the probability of the supreme 
court assuming more onerous duties in the near future, if the 
Government passes legislation making the dominion court 
the final judicial authority. Hitherto, it has been made possible 
to appeal judgements of the supreme court to the privy council 
of Britain. ; 

This extra duty—if it becomes law—hardly seems suffic- 
iently burdensome to warrant handsome raisesi n. pay for the 
judges sitting on the court. It was suggested that the salary 
of the chief justice be raised from $20,000 to $30,000, for exam- 
ple ‘The news release also mentioned that the. new scale 
would be more in “dignity” with the post. 

We fail to see how the difference between 20 and 30, (thou- 
sand that is) would make a person.more or less dignified. 
Twenty thousand ought to make a person “dignified” enough. 
It is true that the supreme court may have more responsibility 
as the court of “last resort,” but prior to this time any cases 
put before the privy council had to pass through the hands of 
the supreme court anyway. Why this change should justify 
any salary increase is hard to comprehend. It seems justice, 
in this case, is warped.

Latest reports from the bureau of 
statistics disclose that the cost-of- 
living index, worked out on a basis of 
the 1935-39° period equalling 100, rose 
to.an all-time high of 162.8 at Aug. 1. 
That compared with 162.1 at the be- 
ginning of the previous month. 

As has been the case in recent 
months, food is the chief factor in the 
rising cost of living. The latest -in- 
crease is attributed directly to the 
higher prices being paid for eggs and 
pork products, Fruit and vegetables 
are also higher. 

In general, food costs 
twice as much today as it did in the 
years before the war. That is indicat- 
ed by the index of 209.2 at the begin- 
ning of August, a jump of two pointe 
over July. ; 

Other cémmodities, such as light 
and fuel, rent, clothing and home-fur- 


/nishings, which figure in the over-all 


picture of living costs, -have remained 
relatively stable during the last few 
months, : 

Canadians are looking for a drop it 
living costs to come about shortly be- 
Cause this collntry usually follows the 
trend in the United States. The index 
there dropped six-tenths of a point 
in the latest report and in another 
month or two that’ may be the story 
for Canada as well.

seven months of 1948. t 

The Atlantic coast .is doing better 
than the Pacific with a drop of only 
1.3 per cent. Out west the catch is 
30.3 per cent lower than a year ago.

Washington—Wholesale prices of 
farm, forestry and fishery products 
have declined during the last year in 
relation to general wholesale levels, 
the Food and Agriculture Organiza- 
tion of the United Nations reports.

The bear is a noted and cunning 
pillager. He'll steal anything from pigs 
to root crops and the farmer whose 
land he has invaded has a right and 
a duty to kill the marauder. He should 
do it a& humanely and as safely as 
possible, however. 

Some recent reports suggest that 
killing of bears.isn't confined to farm- 
ers defending their crops and that the 
methods used are not only cruel but 
foolhardy. For instance, there was the 
recent case of a vacationist in the bush 
near Lake Superior who showed more 
courage ‘than sense when he killed a 
bear with an ax when the, bear 
trying to escape. 

Unless they are attacked bears: us- 
ually run from humans. But whén 
startled they are unpredictable ‘and 
when wounded, downright deadly. At- 
tacking a bear with am ax when he's 
running from you is about as sensible 
as backing into a buzzsaw. 

Even though they are being killed 
off with ax and gun—more than a 
score were destroyed in/northwestern 
Ontario in one August’ week-end-— 
there’s no chance of the big fellows 
dying out. Experts say there are 
plenty in almost every wooded section 
of the country and they increase in 
gafety when they stay-in their own 
backyards. 

When they wander into inhabited 
country the only sensible thing té do 
is to shoot them quickly, Don’t feed or 
try to tame a bear. .The comical, half- 
tamed fellow who amuses tourists by 
begging for food invariably becomes a 
thief and a killer. and must be des- 
troyed.

Hello Homemakers’, 

Refrigeration of some type is essen- 
tial in every home—it aids in control- 
ling food spoilage which after all is a 
natural process because every food con 
tains enzymés which cause food ‘to 
ripen, mature and unless retarded 
somewhat bring about disintegration. 
Besides the enzymes in the food there 
are outside organisms which cause 
spoilage such as yeasts, molds, and 
bacteria, some of which are harmful 
but can be controlled largely by cold 
temperatures. Foods are much more 
palatable, becausé nobody enjoys li- 
quid butter or wilted salads. Conven- 
ience and economy both rate high in 
why we require some type of refriger- 
ation—one can plan meals in such a 
way to obtain greater variety and 
use up foods before they spoil. You 
can also buy by larger quantities, and 
save time and energy by making fewer 
shopping trips, 

One always considers a stove essen- 
tial for’ food preparation, but there 
‘are a wide range of foods prepared by 
the cold, hence one can add a greater 
variety to their meals, making them 
more interesting. \ 

If purchasing a vefrigerator, wheth- 
er it. be operated by gas, electricity. or 
ice remember the size, the minimum 
size for a family of 2 is a 6 cubic 
‘foot refrigerator,’ add one extra cubic 
foot for each two additional persons 
in a family. Family of six, will then 
require a 8 cubic foot storage space. 
A Few Points To Remember 
About Food Storage . 

1, Store foods on covered containers. 

2. Meat, fish or fowl should be cov- 
ered and kept in the ventilated Meat 
Keeper, if there is not one. provided, 
keep on a platter beneath the freez - 
with a light covering of wax paper— 
never leave meat in store wrappings. 

8. Ground meats, or variety meats 
are highly perishable, store in freez- 
ing compartment uniess used immed- 
iately. ‘ 

4.°Whash, trim, drain greens before 
storing in Crisper. 

5. Berries. need air circulation, re- 
move from box, spread on tray or 
plate. Cover with waxed paper. Do not 
wash until ready to.serve. 

6. Never store bananas in your frig. 

7. De not take up refrigerator space 
with canned foods, they merely  re+ 
quire chilling before serving. 

8. Place odor-receptive foods-——butter 
cheese, melons in vapor-proof cover-

SOIL MAINTENANCE 

_G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of Soil 
Conservation, advises that heavy 
rains of the past few weeks have re- 
sulted in considerable soil erosion. 
How, this\ problem is being met, he 
says, was strikingly ‘apparent on 


neighboring farms visited recently in 
an area in central Alberta. 

The same waterway crossed two 
farms. On one there was a gully from 
which some of the best soil in the iro- 
vince .had been washed away to 4 
depth of six feet. On the other, the 
runway consisted of a gentle depres- 
sion on which a thriving crop of hay 
was growing, A striking ‘example of 
contrast in soil conservation conscieus 
ness! 

Water erosion, says Mr. Sterling, 
may occur slowly or rapidly, depend- 
ing on the nature and susceptibility 
of the soil. When first signs are it~ 
iced the damage can be repaired read- 
ily; if neglected, erosion means time, 
worry, and expense. So long as the 
gully can be crossed with a tractor, the 
ordinary farm implements may . be 
used for filling. Action, however, 
should be taken long before the gully 
makes headway. If waterways on cul- 
tivated fields are grassed down early, 
they .provide a profitable source of 
feed, allow. for easy and economical 
cultivation of the field, and indicate 
recognition on the part of the owner 
or operator of that primary respons- 
ibility—soil conservation, 


COMBINES INCREASE 
IN EASTERN CANADA 


In the ten years, 1939-1948, the num- 
ber of combine harvesters in eastern 
Canada multiplied by more than 16 
times,:to reach a total of 6,637 in 1948. 
The provincial break-down of that 
total shows Ontario with 6,187, Quebec 
with 260 and 190 in the Maritimes. In 
1939, the whole of eastern Canada had 
a total of only 401. 

That is impressive progress, but 
there are still two threshers to gvery 
combine in Ontario, ang 25 per com- 
bine .in the Maritimes. In Quebec; 
where there is a small grist mill for 
every five farms, there are 160 thresh- 
ers for every combine. . 

Combine problems in Eastern Can- 
ada have been in harvesting lodged 
crops on seeded lands, green weed in- 
festation, storage of damp grain and 
forage seeds, and the recovery of 
combined straw and weed seeds. 

In ardéas’ where combines ate most 
firmly established in eastern Canada, 
the problem of undergrowth from fot- 
age seedings has been eliminated by 
seeding down after harvest. The damp 
grain problem has been improved, or 
overcome, by closer attention to the 
condition of the crop being harvested 
and by holding damp grain or seed 
crops in bags from two to several days

resulting dampness encourages decay. 

The solution to this problem is the 
provision of a vapour barrier of which 
there are several kinds. Some of the 
more common are asphalt saturated 
and coated paper, duplex paper in 
which two sheets of kraft enclose an 
unbroken asphalt or waxed layer, wax 
coated paper, and aluminum foil. In 
all cases, this materia] if fastened to 
the inside of the studding with the in- 
sulation on the outside. With some 
insulating materials, the actual insul- 
ator is in the form of a batt on the 
back of the vapour barrier. The edges 
of the paper: form tabs that extend 
over and are fastened to the studding. 
Whatever form of vapour barrier is 
used, care must be taken during in- 
stalation to prevent damage to the 
impermeable layer. —

Export controls on lumber have been 
relaxed in Canada as of Sept. 6, but it 
shouldn't mean higher lumber prices 
in this country. é

A WORLD POLICE FORCE -- THE 
ACID TEST 
A presentation by 

PROFESSOR 8. MACK BASTMAN: 

Fellow Members: At the Annual Con- 
ention of “The Alberta Association of 
Local Improvement Districts and Rural 
Municipalities" in Calgary on March 
12th, 1914, almost five months before 
outbreak of World'War I, a young 
Canadian teacher of history gave .an 
address on world affairs. Those were 
tmes.of extreme tension. The speak- 
er, as reported the next day in, the 
Mornjng Albertan, made a strong ap- 
peal to his audience, composed mainly 
of Alberta farm people, in these words 
“I call upon you to become leaders in 
the positive triumph of International 
Peace and International Arbitration, 
supported, if need be, by an Internati- 
onal Police Force.” 

That Canadian teacher, who through 
out a long and notable career, many 
years of it at Geneva in association 
with the work of the former League 
of Nations, has constan*ly sought to 
promote world: brotherhood. He is 
Professor 8. Mack Bastman, and he 
delivered in Calgary last week over 
Station CFAC. 

Professor Eastman believes in car- 
rying the idea of co-operation in prac- 
tical form to the highest’ international 
level. Professor Emeritus of History 
at the University of Saskatchewan, he 
is now retiring to live at Vancouver. 
We know he will continue in public 
spirited activities, and we wish him 
many years of happiness. , 

Question: Dr, Eeastman, we under- 
stand. that you have given special at- 
tention to the idea of an international 
police force. Is ‘that true? 

Answer: Well, yes. From 1908 to 1911 
I was.a student in Paris, The drift 
to war was evident, from the clash’ of 
competing nationalisms. and militar- 
isms. . 

Methods of Stemming Tide 

I thought there weré two main me- 
thods of stemming this fatal tide: (1) 
The negative way: to opose war-en- 
dangerng policies at home; (2) The 
positive way: to strive to extend dreas 
of peaceful order through the spread 
of the governmental or federal prin- 
ciples, as exemplified in the Canadian 
and other confederations. 

I speculated that a good approach 
to the vast problem of how to co-ord- 
inate national sovereignties might le 
in advocacy of the concept of an in- 
police or constabulary 
aymbolizing the future coyoperative 
niternational political authority, The 
Police would be the Acid Test of the 
existence of the Authority. 

Ques.; Had you got this idea from 
afiy particular philosopher or states- 
man? 

Reading of Historical Process 

Ans,; No. It was just my reading of 
the historical’ process, and private 
conversations with Eyropean scholars 
and military experts of different coun- 
tries. 

Ques.; When did you first give pub-

Vindicated by Formation of League 

Ans.: Quite the contrary, because my 
somewhat different, suggestions were 
vindicated by the launching of the 
League of»Nations, now called “The 
First Great Experiment.” ‘ 

Ques.;: I understand you served in 
the League and International Labor 
Office in Geneva. 

Ans.; Yes, from 1926 to, the smash- 
up in 1940. Many unsuccessful efforts 
were made at Geneva by France and 
éther danger-conacious nations to 


or constabulary. : 

Ques.; Today, all nations are dangér- 
conscious, and «0 they all agreed at 
San Francisco (four years ago) to cre- 
ate a. United Nations foree composed 
of national units. Tragically, the Rus- 
sian group and the rest of us got dead- 
locked over the practical details. That 
is why the Secretary-General Trygviec 
Lie, is proposing a very modest ap- 
proach through a small United Na- 
tions Guard, . 

Ques,: Well now, Dr. Eastman, could 
you give us a bird's eye view of the 
whole story in your remaining time? 

Whole Story in Brief 

Ans.: All right. As reported in the 
daily press, next month, at Lake Suc- 
cess, the United Nations will consider 
a plan for a.smali police force, laid 
before it by its Secretary-General. Sin- 
cere lovers of international peace may 
still he tempted to wonder why an or- 
ganization devoted to peaceful go-op- 
eration should require any force at all. 
Indeed, during the first 15 years of the 
League of Nations, the English-speak- 
ing and other safe-seeming countries 
denied the necessity of lending mili- 
tary power to uphold the League's de- 
cisions. 


Unhappy experiences have brought 
even the most Christian people to ac- 
cept the aphorism of Oscar Wilde: 
“There is only one thing worse than 
injustice, and that is justice without 
her eword in her hand.” Since the 
foundation of the United Nations at 
San Francisco in 1945, the uestion has 
béen only what form the sword should 
take. The Charter itself provides for 
the creation of an international army. 
People who care little for Oscar Wilde 
may listen to Pascal, the’ great Christ- 
‘fan philosopher of three centuries ago: 
“Justice without force is futile; Force 
without Justice is tyrannical. Let us,

DUSTING WITH DDT 
PROVES EFFECTIVE 
FOR RAT CONTROL ee 


Washington—Government scientists 
have discovered that rats can be killed 
by heavy dustings of insecticide DDT. 

This information has two tmportant 
implications: i 

First, it emphasizes the need for 
using DDT carefully in the case of 
production of foods for human con- 
sumption. If rats can be killed, the 
human body also may be damaged by 
constant exposure to DDT. 

Second, it means that DDT can be 
used as another weapon to extermin- 
ate disease-harboring rat colonies in 
cities, 

The rat experiments were made by 
the U.S, public health service and 
the .Georgia department of public 
health. The scientists placed 119. rats 


placed DDT in patches and bands up- 
on the floor, in such a wey the rats 
had to go through it to reach food and 
water, , 


About one-third of the rats died 
within seven weeks, apparently from 
DDT. Careful examination of the 


bodies confirmed the cause of death 
as poisoning. 

“Medical experts have known that 
rats could be killed by feeding them 
DDT. But in the Georgia experiment 
the DDT dust wasn’t fed directly to 
the rats. The report’ said the rats 
dragged food through it, however, and 
they accidentally scattered siume of 
the dust in their drinking water. 


Kills Parasites 

DDT is used in rat-infested places 
to kill parasites—lice and other ver- 
min—that live on rats. Thése parasit- 
es carry such diseases as bubonic 
plague and typhus. 

The health service report said not 
so many rats would be killed by DDT 
when infested places are dusted, as 
were killed in the controlled experi- 
ment. This is because the rats seemed 
to avoid the dust if possible, but in the 
controlled experimient they could not 
avoid it in reaching food and water. 

When infested areas are dusted it is 
almost impossible to find ‘all the 
“runs” the rats might use to reach 
foog and water. ‘ 

But a study was made of one in- 
fested area that was dusted and the 
bodies of 26 rats were found. Autop- 
sies showed their organs contained 
DDT and apparently this~ was the 
cause of death. ' 

Months ago the department of agri- 
culture took precautions to prevent the 
appearance of DDT in food for human 
consumption. 

It'has warned dairymen not to use 
the insecticide on dairy cows or in 
dairy barns. It also has cautioned

This is National Immunization Week 
in Canada—the seventh annual ob+ 
servance of an event dedicated to the 
health and lives of the nation’s child- 
ren. — 

Sponsored by the Health League of 
Canada, in cooperation with officiab 
health departments, National Immun- 
ization Week is designed to draw the 
attention of parents that certain dis- 
eases of childhood are preventable but, 
despite this fact, these diseases—dip- 
theria and whooping. cough—are still 
taking toll among Canadian children, 
For instance, whooping cough took 
155 lives in 1948 and diptheria claim- 
ed 86. 


The wisdom of proven immunization 
procedures—such as toxeid to prevent 
diptheria. and whooping cough’ vac- 
cine to prevent whooping. cough—is 
seen in a steadily decreasing annual 
Canadian death toll from these two 
diseases, but, as the Health League of 
Canada points out, the battle will not 
bé won until there are no cases and no 
death toll. 

Just as smallpox has been wiped 
out by vaecination, so can diphtherla 
be eliminated by toxoid. In the case 
of whooping cough, the preventive is 
a vaccine which provides protection in 
80 per cent of all cases, rendering the 


disease much less severe in the re-

JELLY TIME IS HERE. AGAIN 

Jelly-making is an art and, for clear 
sparkling jellies that will gleam on 
store-room shelves, there are a few 
simple rules to follow. . For perfect 
jelly, pectin, acid, sugar anq water im 
must be in the right proportions. 

Late summer apples and crabapples 
are high in both pectin and acid and 
this makes them execellent for jelly. 
The early variety of crabapples, Trans 
cendents, are yellow in colour with 
pink cheéks. Hyslops come later in the 


oured jelly. Sirice both pectin and acid 
content of fruit decrease as the frui 
ripens, a mixture of slightly under+ 
ripe and ripe fruit will give best re- 
sults. Over-ripe'fruit should never bt 
used. Apples may be combineq with 
other fruits which are low in pectin or 
acid. Quinces are rich in pectin but 
low in acid and the addition of apples 
will make this more expensive fruit go 
farther as well as supplying the much 
needed acid. 

There are several reasons for the 
failure of jelly to set—overripe fruit 
or fruit lacking in pectin may have 
been used; the boiling time before or 


too short; too much sugar in propor- 
tioh to the pectin and acid present in 
the fruit juice; or making the jelly on 
a very damp day. Sometimes, jelly 
does not completely set until the sec- 


ning of Fruits and Vegetables”. This 


Squeezing the bag increases the quan- 
tity ot Juice but the jelly will not be so 


.| clear. 


5. Work with small amounts of ex- 
tracted juice at a tithe—not more than 
8 cups. Measure each lot of juice ac- 
curately to determine the amount of 
sugar to be added after boiling. 

6.. Boil juice, uncovered, in a broad 
saucepan for 3 minutes, Remove sauce 
pan from heat and test for pectin, If 
clot does not form; continue boiling, 
testing frequently, until ne. test is 
satisfactory. 

Pectin Test 

Measure 1 teaspoon fruit juice and 1 
teaspoon alcohol (rubbing alcohol may 
be used) into a cup or small dish. 
Blend quickly together and let stand 
30 seconds. DO’ NOT TASTE. If a 
jelly-like mass or clot is formed, the 
juice contains. sufficient pectin. Sugar 


except when a heavy solid clot forms 
when pectin test is made at the end of 
the 83-minute boiling period. ‘This 
heavy clot indicates that the juice is 
so rich in pectin that 1 cup of sugar 
for each cup of éxtracted juice should 
be used. 


8. Add méasured sugar slowly to 
juice. Boil briskly, uncovered, remov- 
ing scum as it forms. 


9. To test when jelly is done, dip up 
the boiling hot syrup with a metab 
spoon and allow it to run off the edge. 
When two drops form ang then flow 
together to form a “sheet” the’ jelly 
stage has been. reached. Immediately 
remove from the heat. Longer boiling 
will give a stiff, tough jelly. 


10. Let hot juice stand in kettle for 
30 seconds and remove last bit of ecum 
with a cold fork or spoon.

ada Thistle, Sow. Thistle, ete.) by 
summerfallowing fail because ‘culti- 
. vation is not carried on into the 
late fall, Often, during the rush of 
haryest, the fallow is neglected. This 
allows perennial weeds, which have 
been, weakened, by repeated eulti- 


vations. during the summer, to , 


roduce new top growth and store 
ood in the roots. Fall cultivation 
is most important for the control 
of perennial weeds. Furthermore, it 
helps to control insect pests such as 
grasshoppers and sawflies, Fall till- 
age also greatly reduces the vigor of 
perennial weeds growing on stubble 
land. 

Cultivate Early. Fall cultivation 
should be done as soon as the crop 
is harvested, Do not cultivate, too 
deeply: Shallow tillage will not only 
destroy weeds but will be less 
wasteful of soil moisture. It will also 
help to preserve a trash cover which 
‘will serve to hold the winter’s snow. 
The main object of fall cultivation « 
is to conserve all of the autumn’s 
rainfall for the next year’s crop. 
Kill weeds and save moisture.
